SAYS PSYCHOPATHIC WARD's 
NOT PROPERLY FIXED TO 
HOLD PRISONERS. 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 3.—I[To 
the tor of The Times: ] You have 
published articles relative to the 
escape from the Los Angeles County 
Hospital of Sid Joseph and G. W. 
West. I had not intended to make 
any comment relative thereto but the 
articles seem to reflect more and 
more upon the hospital and I believe 
that in fairness to the institution 
and to your paper you should know 
the actual facts. at 

Sid Joseph was admitted at 1:30 
p.m. July 24, 1918, from the County 


Jail for medical attention and ment- 
— examination; diagnosis, morphin- 


George West was admitted at 7:30 
p.m. July 19, 1919, from the County 
Jail, for the same purpose. 

Under date of August fs, 1919, 
Dre. Williams and Dodge, examiners 
of the Lunacy Commission and not 
employees of the County Hospital, 
recommended that these patients 
be transferred to the psychopathic 
ward for further observation.

At a meeting of the mothers of 
Siberian soldiers, yesterday after- 
noon, in the Security Building, Mra. 
Thomas read tne letter from Con- 
greseman Osborne and jhe mothers 
expressed themselves af greatly re- 
lieved with the thought that their 
sons will not be compelled to spend 
another winter in Russia. 

In his letter Mr. Osborne states 
ti Secretary of War had informed 
him that in the Siberian army at 
present there are about 8000 men, 
of whom 6500 are emergency men, 
that is, selective draft men and vol. 
unteers, the other 1500 being res- 
lars. Emergency men, the Secre- 
tary stated, are being returned as 
rapidly as replacements can be ob- 
tained, Two thousand were-ent at 
one time recently and 1500 more are 
th be sent back shortly, he declared. 
Enlistments for the Rexular Army 
fare given the choice of service in 
Siberia or elsewhere. and about fifty 
yenlist ments a day are being made. 

Congressman Osborne further 
stated that he asked if we could 
reagunably expect that all emergency 
men would de returned before win- 
ter, and Secretary Baker replied 
that it would be possible and that 
he thought they would all be re- 
turned. 

Congress man Osborne aleo in- 
closed a copy of a letter written 
President Wilsen to Mr. McA 
head of the Chicago delegation 
which’ sent 100.000 signatures to 
Washington, requesting the early re- 
turn of Siberian soldiers. In this 
letter President Wilson informed 
Mr. McAver of the conditions cited 
above by Mr. Osborne and added: 

“At the rate of progress indicat- 
ed it ie clear that substantial relief 
will have been afforded to our emer- 
gency soldiers before the winter sets 
in. even though it should abt turn 
out in the public interest to bring 
about the entire return of our forces 
at that time. Upon the latter as- 
pect of the question I can give no 
further assurance at this time than 
to may that I have the petition and 
the reasons which were presented by 
your committee very much in my 
mind, as indeed I have this whole 
delicate and difficult matter, and 
your committee can count upon its 
having my most earnest and sym- 
pathetic consideration.“ 

Mrs. Thomas stated yesterday that 
although Chicage, being nearer the 
capital than Los Angeles, was first 
to present a petition to Washing 
ton, Los Angeles was the firet city 
in the United States to inaugurate 
the movement looking toward the 
return of Siberian soldiers.
